A conspiracy on the part of a num- 

ber of the negro draymen of the city, 
into and abetted by negro 
merchants, was laid bare in the re- 
corder’s court yesterday afternoon. 
For some months the railroad freight 
departments and the wholesale grocers 
have been missing large quuantities 
of merchandise, for the loss of which 
they were utterly unable to account. 
The city detectives and the secret 
agents of the railroads have been fer- 
reting the matter out and as a re- 
sult of their efforts four negro dray- 
men and two negro merchants were 
arraigned before the recorder yester- 
day. 

Friday morning Officer Starnes, of 
the city detectives, and W. J. Poole, 
of the Central railway, who were on 
the lookout, caught 
Wili Henry in the act of putting a 
tub of lard on his wagon which the 
elerk had not checked to go on the 
load. They allowed the negro to car- 
ry the lard with him but followed 
close behind.

He 
admitted that the stealing had been 
going on for some time and that the 
wholesale houses and freight depots 
had been the victims.

Graves, it seems, is 
especially guilty. He has received 
Goods brought by Snow and has re- 
tailed them to other negro merchants. 
In the stores of Snow and Graves 
were also found tobacco boxes bear- 
ing no revenue stamps. The govern- 
ment revenue officers have taken up 
this matter and warrants will be is- 
sued. A woman clerk in Snow's store 
declared that she had seen him re- 
eeive stolen goods and that the prac- 
tice had been going on for some time.

After welcoming addresses Judge Alton 
B. Parker delivered his address as presi- 
dent. He was loudly applauded. 

Judge Parker paid special attention to 
re recent trend of legislation througb- 
out the country and particularly to the 
growing tendency to centralize in the 
national government powers not specifi- 
cally granted to it under the constitution. 
Judge Parker’s Address. 

In beginning his address he paid a 
high compliment to the ability and integ- 
rity of the great body of the legal pro- 
fession. He said: 

“There is no profession ,trade or bust- 
ness whose members as a body hare 
higher ideals than have lawyers as a 
class. » We cannot deny that there ape 
many among them with no higher atm 
than mere money-making, nor can we 
say that there are not a- considerable 
number who are so destitute of charac- 
ter as to disgrace the bar. Unforunate- 
ly this is true. But such are the minor- 
ity. The great majority are idealists 
who love justice, and seek it not only for 
clients but for. society at large. 

“They are not mere machines selecting 
and grinding out authorities hy which’ 
the courts are to be bound. For where 
a well considered case can. be found in 
which the facts are identical, the law is 
settled and the court has but to follow 
it. There is no opportunity for contro- 
versy. The discussions. in court are, 
therefore, as a rule, in cases where there 
is no previous decision based upon pre- 
eisely the same circumstances. The aim 
of both court and counsel is to work-out 
justice in that special. instance, and, 
at the same time, to establish'a sound 
rule. To aid the court, counsel present 
princtples which they deem pertinent 
and emphasize the custom of the people 
relating thereto. This is vital because 
the foundation of our unwritten law lies 
in the habits and customs of the people. 

“Juages who are inspired by the high- 
est patriotism and who love justice seem 
to play the leading part in this proce- 
dure, because. upon the bench is charged 
the duty of announcing the law and ren- 
dering judgment.. Kh may well be doubt- 
ed. however, whether the public spirit, 
learning and ability of counsel contrib- 
utes less than that of the court toward 
the just settlement of a majority of dis- 
putes. Be that as it may, there is no 
reason to doubt that our profession has 
contributed in a large degree toward 
that liberal measure of justice which we 
as a people erjoy today. I do not mean 
that the ideal has yet bean reached. 
Far from it. But we can say, that many 
long steps toward it have been taken,

‘The same court held that with reepect 
to inttrstate traffic the state could exer- 
cise no control even over that part of 
the haul entirely within the state. since 
this authority had been reserved by the 
commerce clause of the federal constitu- 
tion to congress. That body acting up2?n 
this intimation of the court. in 1887 en- 
acted, for the regulation of interstate 
railway operations, the act to regulate 
commerce, which has been much altered 
and strengthened by the amendments of 
June, 1906. 

“The commission plan of regulation 
has been generally adhered to by the 
states. and the same plan was selected 
by congress. It has worked fairly well 
in the states, and the commission idéa 
must probably be applied to the regula- 
tion of rates by the national govern- 
ment: but it often happens that what 
gives satisfaction in a small way proves 
unsuitable when applied to larger opera- 
tions. I have felt that the present Dian 
of the act to regulate commerce shouid 
be substatntially modfied, and desire to 
call your attention to what seems to me 
a fundamental defect in that act. 

“The railway is a public highway abD- 
solutely essential to the commercial and 
industrial life of this nation. Private 
capital invested in these enterprises 
should receive fair consideration. This 
is demanded at once by the dictates of 
justice, and of self-interest. This capi- 
tal has been invested upon the under- 
standing that it should be allowed a re- 
turn. It would be the grossest of bad 
faith, were it possible, to deprive that 
property of the right to a fair return. It 
is not enough that earnings are ample 
today. if they are likely to be unduly 
reduced tomorrow. HBiveryv system of reg- 
ulation should therefore assure capital 
of just treatment.

This power is con- 
ferred by section !6 of the amended act, 
which provides that it shall be the duty 
of the commission whenever, after full 
hearing upon complaint, ‘it shall be of 
the opinion’ that any rate is unjust or 
unreasonable, ‘to determine and pre- 
scribe what will be a just and reasona-

“It takes long, weary months of prac- 
tice for a telegrapher ‘o learn h'‘s pro- 
fession, and from five to s!x years for 
him to become competent in the busi- 
ness, and eight to ten years for him to 
become proficient. Upon him depends the 
entire commercial world. Indeed, the 
telegraphs are the world’s secre‘aries. 
Through them throbs the blood of com- 
merce, and through them pulsates the 
business world. Up until the present dif- 
ficulties between the telegrapn compa- 
nies and their ‘elegraphers, the busi-

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ness world has not realized the respon- 
sibility of the telegrapher or the station 
he held in the world of commerce. 

“We rejoice that those of other crafts 
have been able to recefve an increase 
and keep a partial s‘ep with the pros- 
perity of the nation, but we contend 
that we, the telegraphers er tne country, 
deserve at Jeast to be allowed to join the 
ranks and catch step with this era of 
prosperity; a privilege to live on a levei, 
at least, with those of the other masses 
of the world’s laboring millions. We 
ask a small increase and shorter hours, 
and that the companies furnish the type- 
writers, upon which, the corporation's 
work is done. We ask that the corpora- 
tions recognize us as men an@ women of 
flesh and blood, and not as tney do their 
dynamos and other machinery. We ask 
that they fix stated hours, give us 8 
hours for work, 8 hours for rest, and 8 
hours for the improvemen: of physical 
and mental faculties. We ask the priv- 
ilege to live and to let live, and an av- 
frage of wage, something near akin to 
that paid the man that carries the hod. 

‘Tt takes the telegrapher years to be- 
come proficient In his profession, and to 
fit himself {in order that he may be capa- 
ble to handle the enormous responsi- 
bilities of commerce and secrets of the 
world which are entrusted to him. Yet 
the hod carrier, who can learn his trade 
in 15 minutes, and become proficient in 
the same 15 minutes more, receives a 
better average wage than the tel- 
egrapher.

ILL-CONSIDERED LAWS

when controversies were decided by 
‘wager of battel.’ 
Daty of the People's Representative 

Judge Farker then proceeded to a dis- 
cussion of the duties and tasks of the 
legislator, whose path; he said. was be- 
set with difficultics. Owing to the heavy 
pressure of bills during a legislative 
séssion he showed it was impossible for 
each legilator, “even if he possessed the 
widom of Solomon,”’ to master them all. 
He said many bills are introduced by 
men who do not understand them, 
mercly that they may gain the applause 
of the thoughtful or the envious: while 
others are introduced by untrained leg- 
{slators who rest in ignorance of theftr 
harmful effects. He showed the possi- 
bilities of harm and of graft in bills 
passed after hasty consideration. Hic 
declared: | 

Too Frequent Meetings. 

“Every unnecessary’ and inwise stat- 
ute is a blot upon the state escutcheon 
and a burden upon the public. This fact 
is so well appreciated in some 
that the legislature is not permitted 
to meet every year.’’ 

He referred to the fact that Governor 
Hughes, of New York, had this year 
vetoed thirty-seven bills. caused 197 to 
be withdrawn anil permitted 250 to dia 
for lack of signature, making a total of 
48+ measures which had been approved 
by the legislature. 

He acyerted to the aim of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association ‘‘to advance the 
science of jurisprudence, promote the 
administration of justice ang uniform- 
ity of legislation throughout the union.” 

Work of State Legislatures. 

Taking up the laws. that have been 
passed by congress and the _ vyarious 
State legislatures in the past vear, he 
showed that the ‘most important grew 
out of the fina) realization by the peo- 
ple that many vast fortunes had been 
accumulated by illegal methods, and the 
effort to correct these evils and prevent 
their repetition in future. He showed 
that in this emergency, which required 
statesmanship and a‘fine sense of jus- 
tice, the representatives of the people 
Were rot permitted to work out 
problems in a quiet ang orderly way. 
He said: 

“Indeed, when they had 
gun the task which the 
volved upon them, the demagogues of 
the country, seeing thelr opportuniry, 
seized it. They filled the land with de- 
nunciation not orly of those who had 
been wrongdoers, but of all corporate 
interests of every kind. It matters not 
to them that the great trunk lines of 
railroag contributing so largely to the 
magnificent and uniform development of 
the country, the street surface rail- 
roads, addi y so largely to the comfort 
and conven ‘wAl. of a vast contingent of 
Our populati4, the great manufactur- 
ing plants, bearing their part in making 
up the wealth of the people, and many 
other industries requiring large amounts 
of capital, could not have been built 
at all but for the device of the corpor- 
ation, which had enabled hundreds, and 
in some instances hundreds of thou- 
Sands of persons to unite in the cone 
struction and operation of a_ single 
great undertaking. For their pur- 
pose was not the patriotic one of 
discovering and applying remedies. In- 
stead, thev sought them for selfish ad- 
Vantage, not for the public weal. There- 
fore, they hesitated, not because injus- 
tice would inevitably result from their 
forays against all wealth whether hon- 
estiy or dishonestiy gained, whether 
employed for public good or  publie 
harm." 

The Rights of the State. 

Proceeding to a discussion of the argu- 
ments which have been made as to the 
relative rights of the states and of the 
federal governinent to correct the abuses 
of which the people complained, he re- 
ferred to the claim that the government 
under the commerce and the post roads 
provisions of the constitution had the 
Tight to exercise complete control] over 
dusurance companies, trust companies, 
corporations. He 
eesid some had gone to the extreme of 
arguing that the federal government 
ehoul? acquire the railroads and operate 
them.

Referring to the great flood of new acts 
passed by various legislatures, he quoted 
the speaker of _the New York assembly 
}a@8 saying, ‘It is a terrible death to be 
governed to death. In my judgment we 
have laws enough.” 
Laws Affecting Railroads. 

Taking up the subjeot of railroad legis- 
lation and the appeals made by the car- 
riers to test the validity of certain stat- 
utes in the courts, he said: 

“An interesting feature of some of the 
legislation of the year is to be found in 
the efforts made to prevent the railroad 
corporations from conte sting the validity 
of statutes in the courts.\Under the Min- 
nesota statute, for instance, if the gen- 
eral counsel of a railroad corporation 
should advise, on request for his opinion 
by his client, that the rates prescribed 
Dy the statute were confiscatory and. 
therefore, in violation of the due process 
of law provision of the con&Stitution. im- 
mediately he would be Hable to be taken 
from his office to some remote county 
of the state and imprisoned in the coun- 
ty jail for ninety days.”’ 

Judge Parker expressed the belief that 
the statement that the individual states 
were negligent in the exercise of their 
powers and the agitation in favor of the 
assumption of a larger measure of con- 
trol by the federal government, was 
partiy responsible for much hasty Icgis- 
lation by :the sates. 

In discussing the proposal for a redis- 
tributing of powers between the federal 
government and the states, he argued 
for the method of amendment provided 
under the constitution, rather than by 
yielding to the contention that we have 
been proceeding on the wron gtheory 
since the constitution was adopted. He 


Said:

“If the present claim is allowed that 
powers hitherto exercised by the states 
With the Knowledge and consent of the 
federal] government, may now be: exer- 
ciseg by the federal government. The 
only foundation for this doctrine would 
be the assertion that the powers were 
wrongly exercised in the first instance 
and that ever since the states have 
usurped the functions of the national 
government. 

“This must be so, since 
ted powers vested in the federal gov- 
ernment and the powers reserved to 
the states and to the people by the con. 
stitution and in the first amendment 
comprising ten articles, have not been 
changed. The thirteen, fourteenth

‘The fathers who framed our constli- 
tution, as well as those of the original 
thirteen states, had a wholesome fear 
of arbitrary power, They sought to 
limit governmental power by law, the 
source of which should be the people— 
the states to be supreme as to all mate 
ters, and to exercise all powers except 
those specifically granted to the na- 
tional scovernment, the constitution of 
each state to be the supreme law and 
capable of amendment only by Its peo-

Enumerated Powers. 


Judge Parker quoted from numerous | 
decisions of the supreme court in which | 
the theory was sustained, that this is. 
a government of enumerated powers as | 
set forth in the constitution. 

“The recent claims for federa] inter- 
vention in directions heretofore unheard 
of, are based upon the commerce and post 
roads provisions of the eonsti- 
tution. <As to the first, the constitution 
Says the congress shall have power ‘to 
regulate commerce with foreign nations, 
and among the several states, and with 
the Indian tribes.’ 

“Is it within the spirit and purpose of 
that provision that congress may control 
the manufactures and al! wther produc- 


tive interests of the state, whether con- 
trolled by individuals, or corporations, 
the creations of the state? The answer 
of even @ casual student of the consti- 
tution and the conditions surrounding 
its making, must be in the negative. 
Nor ig authority lacking to support the 
proposition that production is not com- 
merce (Kidd v. Pearson, 128 U. S., !). 
And tt is authority to regulate interstate 
commerce, not production within a state, 
that the constituton confers upon conr- 
gress. An attempt, therefore, to denv 
to the harmless and useful products of a 
State entry into interstate commerce 
would violate the letter and 
the constitution. Such a proposition, I! 
believe, would not survive the test of con- 
stitutionality in the supreme court. But 
the result of even an attempt on the 
part of congress to seize the power of 
states and deprive them of so large a 
measure of control would be most un- 
fortunate. 
Courts Must Determine. 


“It is not my punpose to discuss the 
merits of the various claims for an in- 
crease of the federal power at tine ex- 
pense of the state. In the end such of 
them as are favorably acted upon Dy 
congress, will have to pass the test of 
consatitutionality before that greatest of 
all courts. the supreme court of the 
United States, and such statutes will 
stand or fail as they show, or fail to 
show, fidelity to the spirit and purpose 
of the constitution. 

“The attempts, however, on the part of 
the federal government to despoil the 
states of the powers and functions be- 
longing to them, will not tend to gsmooth- 
ness in the working of our dual scheme 
of government. Already it has had its 
effect. The indignation of the govern- 
ing forces of many of the states is al- 
ready aroused. It is shown in the legis- 
lation of the vear. It had not a little 
to do, in my judgment, wit§ the recent 
conflict of judicial authority in North

Writs Federal 


Injunction by 
Judges. 


“From many quarters for the past two 


of 


years have come ‘the iteration and reiter- 
ation of the necessity for the assump-~- 
tion of federal control, based in the main 
on the feebleness or neglect of the state 
governments. The tide of speech and 
writing, if not of public sentiment, has 
been so strong that only here and there 
could be found a person who would at- 
tempt to stand against it. When he was 
found, his motives were discredited. So, 
when a judge in the performance of what 
he undoubtedly conceived to be his duty, 
restrained the operation of the legisla- 
tion of a sovereign state, it seemed to 
some, doubtless, but the culmination of 
a series of assaults by the federal g0Ov- 
ernment upon state governments. And 
vet we know that, by the fourteenth 
amendment, the power has been_ con- 
ferred upon the courts of the United 
States to set aside state statutes, and 
state constitutions as well, if they de- 
prive any person of life, liberty or prop- 
erty without due process of law. 
Not Solely to Protect Negro. 


“Tt was the understanding, 1 dare say. 
of the great majority of the people who 
voted for it, that the purpose of the 
amendment was to- protect the negro. 
But it was not so limited in terms, for, 
indeed, its language embraces every per- 
son. And while that amendment remains 
a part of the constitution, the federa) 
courts have jurisdiction to pass upon 
the question whether a given statute 
does or does not violate the fourteenth 
amendment.” 

The Grant of Injunctions. 

‘while this is so, it seems to me that 
courts, both federal and state, should 
always bear in mind that comity which 
has thus far enabled the dual juris- 
dictions to work together so harmoni- 
ously for the public good. And, further, 
that care should be taken that the pro- 
cedure shall evince that deliberation 
that doth so beccme a judge at all 
times, and especially when the object 
of an action is to declare void the de- 
liberate act of the legislative depart- 
ment of a state government. TI have in 
mind an action in which application 
was made for injunction, but, before

The judge 
wrote his opinion and then granted an 
injunction upon conditions that would 
safeguard to the last penny every per- 
son interested. The right to grant an 
injunction under such circumstances 
cannot be denied, but the proprety of 
granting. on an ex parte application, 
an injunction which refuses effect to a 
statute can and should be questioned.

Again stressing the importance of 
well considered and sober legislation. 
as opposed to that which he character- 
ized as ‘deliberately mischievous, 
prompted by the same spirit that cries 
out ‘Awav with the law and its re- 
straints! Lynch him' Kill him!’” he 
pleaded for a “government of law and 
not of men.”’ 

He urged that haste should be made 
slowly and that until amended the con- 
stitution should be adhered to accord- 
ing to its spirit and purpose. He said: 

“What method will be adopted by 
which the necessity and efficacy of a 
proposed statute shall be determined 
before its passage cannot be safely pre- 
dicted. But that it would be wise to 
have it first passed upon after argument 
by a tribunal the equal of the best ap- 
pellate courts in this country, seems to 
me very clear. Then would our statute 
law be developed with wisdom and cau- 
tion. instead of being ground out from 
a legislative hopper at the rate of five 
hundred laws a month, as has been done 
in more than one state this year. 

intemperate Legislators. 


cannot move lIegislators crazed 
with ambition. But the people can, and 
will do so when they fully understand 
the situation. And we need never fear 
they will not understand it after a time. 
But the people should be informed now. 
Do not forget, however, that If you 
attempt it, you will be denounced by 
the demagogue and cartooned by the 
yellow press, a fate which has come to 
the few who have appealed to reason 
and to justice. These tactics have en- 
forced silence upon many whose hearts 
have prompted them to point out the 
danger of government by passion. 

“Rut they cannot keep silent the ear- 
nest lawyers of this county for a min- 
ute after they have determined that 
duty calls them to speak out.

THE REORGANIZED RAILROAD COMMISSION. 
The new or reorganized railroad commission of Georgia is now ready 
for business. The body has been completed by three appointments by the 
governor, one in place of a suspended member of the old board, and two 
under the new law. It has selected its chairman, appointed its officers and 
is ready to take up its work, which, in part, was forecasted at the reorgan- 
ization meeting. 
There is no question as to the ability and honesty of purpose of the 
new members of the commission, as there was none with regard to these 
same characteristics in-the members of the old. The new board has far 


greater powers than the old, many of them powers which the oid peard time 


have been given and more with them, and the commission is prepared to 
exercise them in giving to the people*of the state all the things which they 
were promised in the last campaign. 

It is unquestionably true that one of the first things the new railroad 
commission will have to consider is the famous “port rate,” which was one 
of the promises of the campaign. No doubt the commission will find be- 
fore it abundant duties which might be similarly classified, but the “port 
rate” stands out, perhaps, more prominently than all the rest, because of 
the specific and decided manner in which it figured. ae 

The Macon Telegraph, in a recent editorial under the caption, “Atlanta 
Port Rates Win,” has already called attention to this fact, lamenting that 
as a result of this predicted action of the new commission Atlanta is to be 
given lower rates to and from the ports than Macon, Albany, Americus, 
Dawson and other similarly situated points now enjoy. The “nort rate,” a3 
the old railroad commission was asked to pass it and order it of force, was 
a reduction in the present rates between Atlanta amd the ports of Savannah 
and Brunswick, and the fixing of identical rates in both directions. For 
example, it was asked that the rate on first-class freight between Atlanta 
and the ports be fixed at 55 cents in both directions, as against the present 
rates of 61 from Atlanta to the ports and 66 from the pcrts to Atlanta. 
Other remodeled rates were to be in proportion. —

be to build up Atlanta’s trade to the exclusion of that of Macon and the

The Telegraph, however, overlooks the fact that the amended port rate 
proposition, as it appears in the Macon platform, made demand for reduc- 
tion of the rates between the seaports of Georgia and all the interior cities 
of the state, the purpose being to give these interior cities, in so far as 
is possible, the same advantages as are possesed by the ports. The original 
“nort rates” demand was, therefore, amended so as to leave it no longer 
solely an Atlanta proposition, but rather one of carrying the whole interior 
of the state to the seaboard. 

But in its argument The Telegraph is simply replowing old ground. The 
game arguments and contentions were gone over during the campaign in 
which the port rate was one of the promises made to the people. 

There is but one position, therefore, that the new railroad commission 
can consistently take with regard to the port rate, and that is to grant it. 

The question was put squarely before the people of the state, they voted 
for it and by their votes demanded it, and it remains only for those who 
have been selected to carry out their will to give it to them. 

The new railroad commission, it may be said, therefore, is confronted 
upon the threshold of its organization with the duty of establishing the 
port rate. 

There are other interesting matters that confront the new commission 
in the beginning of its career. It has indicated its purpose to take hold of 
the question of denturrage, of passenger rates and of the free pass evil. The 
first two have been dealt with in so far as the old commission had the 
power under the laws governing it, but new law has come and new rules 
and regulations are to be made—rules and regulations which the railroads 
must obey or be mulcted in any sum up to $5,000 for each offense and for 
each day through which it is committed or permitted to go uncorrected. 

The Macon platform practically demanded a flat two-cent passenger 
rate. The old commission did not go quite so far as that, though it did 
make material reductions which will prove of great benefit to the people. 
Whether the new commission will still further reduce this rate in order 
more nearly to conform to the platform demand is yet to be determined. 

In dealing with the free pass question, if it has the power to act under 
the new law, it will still be in line with the popular demand expressed at 
the ballot box and voiced in the Macon platform, and five men may thus

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JUDGE PARKER'S ADDRESS. 


“It is a terrible death to be governed to death.” 

This quotation employed by Judge Alton B. Parker in the course of his 
address delivered before the American Bar Association yesterday, expresses 
the keynote of that notable speech. The extract is from an interview of 
the speaker of the New York assembly on the work of the legislature of 
that state, and apparently- meets with the hearty approval of President 
Parker, who told the assembled lawyers that the country is suffering from 
an attack of too much law. He insisted that many of the acts that have 
gone upon the statute books: have not been given sufficient thought by the 
members of legislative bodies and, in the very nature of things, cannot be 
The result 
has been that even honest and well intentioned representatives have fre- 
quently blundered most woefully. 

Many bills-are hastily and carelessly prepared by.men.who do not under- 
stand their subject and ofttimes have no sympathy with the end which it 
is proposed to accomplish; others are introduced by. designing legislators 
in the hope of. securing unlawful advantages; others are introduced in ig- 
norance of what injury their operation will produce; others for the purpose 
of paying off political obligations or creating new ones. Judge Parker 
showed that whether these imperfect aad oftentimes harmful measures were 
due to deliberate malice, ignorance or carelessness, the injurious effect was 
the same. ee | 

Following the course of these bills through committees and through the 
two houses of the legislature, until they reach the governor's desk and are 
enacted into law, Judge Parker showed that only a few bills are carefully 
considered by each body as a‘ whole and that consideration in committee “is 
influenced by party organization or by the governor, or by some other leader 
who sees in it a narty or factional advantage. And its final enactment is 
secured by the same influence that moved the majority to report it.” 

Under the pressure of so many different influences, it becomes apparent 
that not every bill which is made the law of the state has in view the 
greatest good of the whole people. Every carelessly drawn, imperfect, ill- 
considered measure, not only harms the people directly, but is responsible 
for creating unflattering impressions of the state abroad. Still, it is inevi- 
table that such things will continue when a great number of bills seeking 
to regulate everything on earth are poured into the legislative hopper to be 
disposed of during a fifty-day legishative session. 

In New York nearly 500 bills passed by the legislature were allowed to 
fail] of enactment by action of the governor. Another state this year passed 
1,000 bills. In Georgia, nearly 800 measures were introduced for the consid- 
eration of the soions. Governor Hughes’ action is surely a sad commentary 
upon the present trend toward hasty legislation. 

A telling point was made by judge Parker when he put the question to 
the assembled lawyers as to how many of them could give calm, judicial and 
thorough consideration to 1,000 bills in fifty days, and yet he insisted that 
“the proper function of the legislator is supplementary to that of the 
judge.”

$50,000,000 Syndicate Organized to 
Develop Mexican Land. 

New York, August 26.—Arrangements 
have been completed for the organization 
of a $60,000,000 American syndicate, 
according to an announcement publish- 
ed today, which plans to develop sev- 
eral million acres of oil lands in Mexico.

‘Taylor puts no dependence in his bare 
ability to hear a shrill screech or whistle 
or this power to make that peculiar grating 
nasal noise while coaching along the lines.

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CONDITION OF GEORGIA COTTON. 


By Herbert H. Brown, of Carpenter, 
Baggot & Co. 


Atlanta, Ga., August 26.-—From a personal 
inapection of the cotton crop in south, south- 
west and middie Georgia I find that our 
previous advices from this state are cor- 
roborated by actual conditions at this time 
and that present prospects indicate a crop 
of 1,700,000 bales with a possibility of close 
to 2,000,000 bales, provided there is not an 
early frost or damage from drought in mid- 
die and north Georgia. In south and south- 
western portions of the state there is @ 
practical guarantee of a crop of iarge propor- 
tions, as it is in the field now, so far as the 
bolle are concerned, still making at the top, 
so that drought or frost could do nothing ex- 
cept minimize an enormous yield. In the 
north and middle portions of the state it is 
quite different, with the fully three 
weeks late, the plant full of blooms and 
forms and still making, but a drought or an 
early frost would cut down the yield ma- 
terially in these sections, so the guarantee 
is mot here as in the lower portions. How- 
ever, it looks to me now as if it was @ 
practical failure in Texas, a large crop and 
@ good price for Georgia. So far as the im- 
mediate trend of future prices for the New 
York contract is concerned I look for a grad- 
ual appreciation in value of the New York 
contract, especially pending the two reports 
of the government on the 9th of September, 
the ginners’ and the condition report. These 
can be nothing «but of the most bullish na- 
ture. The infinitesrsimal movement guarantee- 
ing a smal! ginners’ and the condition must 
shew a falling off. for Texas alone would 
bring this about without taking into con- 
sideration deterioration from other states.

New York, August 26.—The cotton market 
had quite a sharp advance early and while

The opening wae firm at an advance of 
5@12 points, and the market sold 12 to 14 
points net higher on the active months dur- 
ing the early season. Trading was quite ac- 
tive at the etart, with Wall street shorts 
covering and buille supporting on the higher 
calls, continued dry weather in the western 
belt, unfavorable crop reports from different 
sections, reports of firm spot holders and 
talk of an improvement in the tone of the 
stock market. The upward movement carried 
prices to within 128 or 18 points of the high- 
est for the season. Heavy realizing took 
Place, under which the market reacted dur- 
ing the late forenoon. But the pressure was 
by no means aggressive, and after a setback 
of about 7 or 8 points, the list ruled gener- 
ally steady on scattered covering. 

Private cables from Liverpool re- 
ported an attempt to corner the September 
options and October shorts were said to be 
uneasy in New Orleans. The forecast was for 
probable showers {n western Texas. 


Dry Goods. 

New York, August 26.—Businese was a lit- 
tle quiet with the dry goods jobbing houses 
during the day, but the American trade ex- 
ceeds all expectations. Buyers are numerous 
and they are taking good quantities of mer- 
chandige for their fail requirements. The 
primary market was quiet. but a large num- 
ber of orders for staple prim and other print- 
ed cotton fabrics were received during the 
day in the mail.

New York, August 86.—Receipts are so 
light, compared with other seasons, that 
Europe is uneasy and show their anxiety in 
the sharp advance in Liverpool today. This 
Sdvance was so sharp that it invited realizing 
and the best prices, both here and there, were 
not maintained during the afternoon. There 
is an absence of speculation, the market re- 
sponding to the commercial features of light 
receipts and continued dry weather in the 
southwest and not to speculative buying. Spin- 
ners are well vuader oontract at good prices, 
which naturally increases their anxiety as to 
the possible oulc&me of the crop. Some Wall 
street shorts covered today, but not on a 
large scale. 

Carpenter, Baggot & Co. 

New York, August 26.—Thix market is so 
narrow and sensitive that any free liquidation 
may cause temporary declines from time to 
time, but the situation in the belt is practi- 
cally unchanged for the last few weeks, ex- 
cept to growing gradually worse, the crop 
exgeriencing the natural early fali deteriora- 
tion, so that it would seem natural to have a 
further advance pending the rush movement 
becoming a pressure on the market. The slow 
movement of the new cotton crop confirming 
earlier advices of its lateness is causing anx- 
iety among exporters, and to this is credited 
largely the strength fn the market of Satur- 
day and today. The eagerness with which all 
pew cotton is sought by buyers and rumors 
that a September-October squeeze is possible 
in Liverpool is tending to discourage short 
selling to such an extent that reactions are 
of moderate proportion. If the hot weather 
continues in the western part of the belt and 
premature opening, which is looked for, be 
realized we may see a fuller movement by 
the middie of September than semed prob- 
able earlier in the season. Reactions only offer 
better opportunities to buy. It would look 
like bad judgment to sell the option list in 
New York when it is selling so much below 
the price of natural cotton. 


Bartlett, Frasier & Carrington. 

New York, August 26. —COTTON—The 
Liverpool market was very strong, future 
quotations, when opened, being 8 higher in- 
stead of 3 up, as due. A cable said the ad- 
| vance was due to short covering. Spot sales 
were 6,000 at 7.47d, as compared with 7.35d 
Saturday. The map for both Sunday and 
Monday showed no rain in Texas except a 
trace at Fort Worth. Conditions were more 
favorable in the Atlantics, oniy traces of 
rain being shown for forty-eight hours.

A valued correspondent at Hous- 
ton reported, after a daylight trip to Dailas, 
that the crop was poor in some sections and 
better in others} and that at present Texas 
looks like 60 to 75 per cent of last year's 
yield in the central and southern sections, 
with good chance of largely offsetting this 
deficiency by extra good conditions in norh 
Texas. The forecast was for fair weather. 

With no rain over Sunday in Texas, where 
the movement continues disturbingly light, 
and the price of spot cotton remains abnor- 
mally high, and with rather less favorable 
private reports from Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Alabama. 
indicate that no appreciable volume of re- 
{ ceipts is probable before September 15 to 20,

IS NOW READY

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not among the subjects touched upon, 
{t is stated it will be one of the earliest 
matters with whith the new commis- 
sion wil] have to deal. This involves the 
reduction of the rates between the Geor- 
gia seaports and the inrertor cities and 
towns of the state, and making these 
rates the same in both @4@trections. This 
was one of the foremost demands of 
the Macon platform, and there ‘is no 
doubt that it will come eo tne front at 
a very early date. 

The attention of the esmmission was 
also called by Chairman McLendon to 
the fact that it will be necessary for 
the commission to give the people of 
the state some information of the mane 
ner in which they will have to proceed 
in collecting demurrage from the rail- 
roads. lU'nder the old law the commis- 
}sfon had to approve the d@emurrage 
iclaims and then the elaimants had ta 
go to court to enforce them. All this 
has been changed, and !t {fs expected 
the commission will simpty nave to lay 
down rules and regulations governing 
this subject, which, if violated by the 
railroads, will mean, under the new law, 
that they will have to pay the prescrib- 
ed penalty. This will be the first sub- 
| ject, perhaps, upon which the attorney 
iof the commission, Judge Hines, will 
be asked for an opinion. 

The members of the commission also 
discussed the question of the new pas- 
senger rates which are to go into effect 
on September 2, under the order of the 
Old commission, and the posstbility of 
having to modify or suspend the order, 
and then took up the free pass ques- 
tlon and the-commission’s authority to 
déal with it. Both of these matters are 
treated elsewhere. 


Mr. Hill's Remarks. 


Before putting the motion for’ the 
Glection of Commissioner Mdlendon age 
chairman, retiring Chairman H!1l made 
a few remarks, upon which he was sub- 
sequentivy highly complimented by the 
new chairman and each member of the 
commission. Commissioner Callaway 
said he felt sure Mr. ‘Hill's statements 
would prove prophetic of the good that 
is to accrue to the state, under the com- 
/mission’s administration, 

1 Mr. Hill said: 

Gentlemen, before putting formally the mo- 
tion to elect Mr. McLendon, with your per- 
mizsion I desire to make a few remarks. 

In point of service I am the oldest member 
of the coinmission. I have been a member of 
the board for four years. During that time 
I have seen a good deal of s@yvice. I: have 
endeavored to discharge the duties of the 
office to the best of my ability. That I have 
made mistakes is probable—who has not? 
The only perfect man the world has ever 
known who did not make mistakes, strangely 
enough, was crucified. I take it that we, 
probably, as a new commission, will make 
mistakes, but I feel sure that it will be with 
the commission as it will soon be organized, 
&s it was with us, if mistakes are made they 
will be mistakes of the head; not of the 
+} heart; for I feel sure that this entire com- 
mission comes here with a high purpose of 
carrying out in good faith, as the old com- 
mission tried to do, under the old law, the 
Guties imposed upon it by the law recently 
enacted. The new law giving the commission 
new powers, increased powers, are powers 
some of them which have been ‘asked for by 
the old commission. From time to time we 
have asked the legislature to give us in- 
creased peawérs, and the legislature has seen 
fit to do so. And as I say, I believe that 
the action of the new commission will be 
harmonious—that it will be characterized by 
wisdom, by justice and by moderation, and I 
bespeak for you (Mr. McLendon) nothing, I 
am sure, that will add more strength to your 
administration of the affairs of the commis- 
sion than to have a hearty cooperation on 
the part of each individual member of this 
commission as I have had during my two 
years of service as chairman of this board. 
My colleagues have been loyal and faithful at 
all times. We have sometimes differed, as 
probably we will differ. Men will differ; 
men are not constituted alike: but I take it 
that our differences will be honest. If men 
did not differ I don’t believe that the legiela- 
ture would have made the membership of 
this commission consist of five members, as 
one would otherwise be sufficient. 

Efficiency Depends on Unity. 

I think that the efficiency of this commis- 
sion depends largely upon the unity of ac- 
tion of the members composing it, and I speak 
for myself, and think [ can speak for my 
colleague here (Mr. Stevens) and I believe 
that I can speak for you gentlemen, whom I 
have known all my life, that we will hold up 
the hands of our new chairman in carrying 
out the true spirit of the new as well as the 
old law, and we will present a united front 
in protecting every interest of every industry 
upon which it is our duty to pass as com- 
missioners. The shipper ought to be, and will 
be, protected in his hights; the carrier ought 
to be, and will be, protected in his rights; the 
promoter and the investor ought to be, and 
will be, protected in their rights. The truth 
and justice of a cause can be found some- 
where along the line, and what that truth is, 
I think, can be &soertained. What is fair 
and right to the shipper and the er alike 
has characterised, so far as 1 am concerned, 
and I believe the other commissioners hereto- 
fore—they have tried to arrive at that end— 
and I believe will characterize the actions of 
this new commission. 

Now, as I said, before formally putting the 
motion to elect Mr. McLendon chairman, I 
have known him for a long time. I served 
for two years with him, side by side, in the 
old capitol of the state. We were friends 
then, and have been friends since—personal 
friends. I learned to esteem and love him 
then, and I do so now. His nomination, there- 
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| tore, I take it, will not only ‘be pleasant for 
me, but pleasing to me. When the state un- 
derstands that there !s harmony and unity of 
action on the part of this board, then the 
commission will be efficient, and its efficiency 
will be heightened. 
Some Personal Allusions. 
And now, while I am on a personal line, al- 


recall it or not (addressing Judge Hillyer), 
but the first vote I ever cast in my life, 
when I was a mere stripling of a boy, ag a 
delegate to the state convention, was for you 
as a delegate to the national convention, and 
since then, so far as I know, our relations 
have been pleasant and cordial and will con- 
tinue to be so. = 

And you, sir, Mr. Callaway, your mother 
and my mother wer€é the warmest of per- 
sonal friends; ydu were born within one mile 
from where I now live, in the good old coun- 
ty of Meriwether, and there has been, and is, 
no reason why our personal relations should 
not be as cordial as they have ever been. 

So from a personal vfewpoint, and from an 
official viewpoint, there is no reason why the 
reorganized commission should not enter upon 
Ite new duties with an eye single to the good 
of the entire people of Georgta. 

Having said this much, I formally put the 
motion to elect Hon. & G. McLendon as 


chairman of thf{s commission. 


New \Policy Is Outlined. 


Feliowing his election as chairman. 
McLendon read a prepared address. in 
which, in a general way, he outlined 
the policy of the new commission. This 
Statement, he said, had been read and 
approved by Governor ®mz'n. It is of 
widespread interest and gmportance, as 
it jndicates the lines which the commis- 
sion may be expected to foliow. 

Chairman McLendon said: 

I cordially thank you fer the honor of 
being elected chairman of the railroad com- 
mission of Georgia. 

Whatever applause shall come to this body 
from the righteousness of its conduct must 
be equally shared by its members, and what- 
ever condemnation may come as the result of 
our mistakes must be equaliy borne by its 
members. This commission has been reorgan- 
ized and hes had its powers greatiy enlarged 
at the most critical period of American rall- 
way history. A continental upheaval its now 
shaking our country, and the fact that this 
upheaval has come in en era of great pros- 
perity and repose is little less than provi- 
dential. The powers of this commission un- 
der the recentiy enacted law are £0 great 
that their contemplation muat produce an ar- 
resting sense of soberness on the part 
those clothed with this great responsibility. 
Iil-prepared laws, on the one hand. and the 
almost boundless prosperity of our country 
for a long period of years on the other, have 
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ways to @uch extravagance in the 
stocke and bonds that these have 
ceeded actual investment, and have 
such proportions that many of 
and bonds are looked upon as 
capitalized ignorance of the people. Stocks 
and bonds that do not represent investment 
are @ mortgage upon the productive energies 
of our people that impairs our national com- 
petitive power. 

Our total reilway capltalization, June 30. 
1907. excaeded thirteen billions of dollars. It 
is estimated by experts, like Wm. B. Marks. 
of Philadelphia, a civil engineer and ratiway 
builder of nearly forty years’ experience, that 
one-half of this capitalization represents wa- 
ter. If one-half of this water, or three and a 
quarter bitiions of dollara, pays only four 
per cent, then the producing masses of this 
country must pay annually one hundred and 
Uhirty milifon dollars into the pockets of 
those whore fortunes are bullded upon state 
franchises to issue stocks and bonds, to 
charge tolls, to exercise the right of eminent 
domain, and to enjoy personal immunity from 
liability for the debts of corporations. Giant 
that America is, the competitive power of her 
producers of cotton. grein and manufactured 
articles is reduced by the necessity of their 
paying in transportation charges the sum of 
one hundred and thirty mililon dollars as 
annual interest on uninvested capital, before 
their cotton, or grain. or manufactured art!i- 
cles can reach the markets the world. 
This ie one crime of over-capitalization: the 
other is, it works, under the forma of law, 
a wrongful distribution of the products 
labor. 

The etates alone can create 
and regulate their capitalization. The feder- 
al government has no power over this sub- 
ject, and unless the etates, with firm hand, 
resolute purpose. and on intelligent, practical 
and wise lines, shall treat this national 
canker of over-capitalization, there will be 
no cure. 

Four classes of persons are interested in 
rallroads. First, the promoter, who issues 
and sella bonds and stocks; second, the in- 
vestor, who buys them: third, the people, who 
pay the freight: and fourth, the manipulator, 
whose clever legerdemain is practiced under 
the manction of ill-concefved and ill-executed 
laws. The first three classes are entitled to 
the protection of the law. The last is not, 
for he is the public enemy. The promoter. 
who capitalizes the actual investment, plus a 
liberal value put upon his labor and his 
brain, is entitled to protection and to en- 
couragement. The investor should be protect- 
ed by the state, because that which he buys 
is issued under Its aanction. The freight 
payer is entitied tO protection, betause he 
must foot all the bills. This commission and 
this administration will strive to the utmost 
to preserve and protect and advance the best 
interests of the promoter, the investor and 
the rate payer, to the end and in the hope 
that the power of the state shal! no longer 
‘be used by the manipulator to the discredit- 
ing of the promoter, the defrauding of the 
investor, and the impoverishing of the pro- 
ducer. 

We are not commiesioned by the noble peo- 
ple of this great state to wreck our railroads; 
nor are we expected to punish their owners. 
We are here to serve, to help and to advise, 
and the firet advice we have to give is to 
the owners of our railroads, and that advice 
is, briefly stated: Quit politics, quit Wall 
street, and go back to railroading. The near- 
er you get to the people and the better you 
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In the preparation 
of securities a perfect organ- 
ization for the highest grade 
of work is a matter of years. 

In our case, more than a 
hundred. 

It has been a_ gradual 
growth in one direction—to- 
ward the best. Dexterity 
doesn’t come from occasion- 
al endeavor, but from repeti- 
tion.

render the golution of a world-wide problem. 
These owners of our railroads have too long 
neglected their property. They have for en- 
tirely too long a period contented themselves 
with looking at and comparing statements 
of earnings and expenses. They have too 
long forced our people to ride in disreputable 
cars, and over unsefe roadbeds, to wait on 
| delayed trains at stations utterly devoid, in 
many instances, of the simplest provisions 
‘for comfort, to beg as eupplients for the cor- 
l tection of errors in freight charges. They 
l\have broken schedule connections, to the an- 
lnoyance, delay and expense of business men, 
jand notably so with our traveling men, with 
; whom time is always money, and ofien to 
ithe extreme persona! discomfort of ladies and 
! oht! ldren. They have placed in some cases 
\incompetent officials in charge, and under 
;these incompetent men, in hundreds of in- 
stances, shippers, failing to receive proper 
attention at headquarters, or failing to find 
any headquarters, have been compelled to pay 
subordinate employses for the privilege of 
obtaining cars for the movement of their 
fright. They have permitted their tracks to 
deteriorate until life and property were un- 
safe. They have permitted their’ motive power 
to run down to such an extent that making 
schedules, in many instances, was impossi- 
ble and to such an extent that the arrival of 
@ train on schedule time has been a matier 
of sufprise. They have delayed the settle- 
ment of emall ciaims for overcharge, clear, 
unequivocal and indisputable, until shippers 
have felt outraged, indignant and helpless, 
and sometimés offended at the seant courte- 
sy shown them when making efforts to ad- 
just matters too plain for argument. The 
man with the big claim can take care of 
himself. It is the ten thousand men with 
small claims that need the protection of the 
state. 

It is unnecessary to attempt a full catalog 
of all the grievances the people have. It Is 
enough to say that this commiesion and the 
governor of this state most earnestly desire 
lthat the railroad companies, who are the 
owners of our public highwayeé, shall furnish 
to the people safe roads, comfortable cars, 
suitable stations, prompt and efficient service, 
and that they shall charge only Just and 
reasonable rates. ‘Mhis is the purpose of their 
being. Inveatment can never be the sole ba- 
sia for the construction of rates, but within 
proper limftations it is the ultimate measure 
of -thelc reasonableness and hence a matter 
of vital public concern. Governor Smith and 
this cormmission both have a realizing senae 
of the great doctrine of state rights, in its 
due proportion, and neither has any fantas- 
tleal views to exploit upon this subject. It 
is the earnest desire of both that the credit 
of the rallways in the state of Georgia shal! 
be higher than the credit of the railways in 
(any other state In this unton. It is the ear- 
nest desire of both that those great business 
enterprises shall resume their place in the 
ranks of business enterprises and shall be 
withdrawn from the field of freakish. fever- 
ish and hazardous epeculation. It is the ear- 
nest desire of both Governor Smith and this 
commission that the day shall speedily re- 
turn when the people of Georgia she!l again 
fee] safe in putting their money in the securt- 
ties of the rai!roads in thie state. 

These are the ends to which this commis- 
sion dedicates itself for the future. The cap- 
ital that {ts here will be honestiy and fully 
protected and fairly treated. Capital that ts 
to come will be earnestly welcomed and 
fairly treated after it comes, and it is the 
belief of this commiasion and of the governor 
that the securities of railways hereafter con- 
structed upon a basis of capitalization more 
nearly approximating the actual investment 
will be sought for by intelligent investors in 
preference to the securities of older roads 
which, in our era of riotous and frenzied fi- 
nance, may have been over-capitalized. We 
can protect the old, weicome and protect the 
new, and yet all the time and everywhere 
protect the public. This te oyr promise and 
will be our performance.
